DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-9, 15 and 16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments dated 11/19/10 were persuasive and Yoshiyuki does not teach 
the claim limitation of "part of a covered area of the substrate region being covered by 
the connecting region, the connecting region also covering a covered area of the source 
region such that the connecting region extends across the first side of the substrate 
region to the source region, the part of the covered area of the substrate region being 
located between the insulating layers and between the control regions." Therefore 
rendering claims 1-9, 15 and 16 allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
